$0 HEARST DECLARES 


Editor Contrasts Taft’s Actions 
With Those of . Roosevelt, 
and Says the Former Should 
Be Sustained---He Warns the 
Country Against the Ambi- 
tions of Roosevelt. 


Washington, April 20. — William 
Randolph Hearst, former aspirant 
for the dernocratic nomination for the 
presidency, issued tonight a remark- 
able statement over his own signature, 
in which he unqualifiedly indorses Mr. 
Taft. In doing so, he also criticises 
in severest terms the administraiion 
of President Roosevelt, and in so many 
words, warns the American nation 
against a renewal of the political 
domination of the former president. 

Mr. Harst called at the white house 
this afternoon. He spent a half hour 
with the president. Upon leaving he 
said he had called merely to pay his 
respects to Mr. Taft, whom he said 
he admired. Later, he issued his in- 
dorsement of the Taft administration. 

What Hearst Says. 


“No one can talk with the president 
without appreciating and respecting 
his earnestness and sincerity,’ the 
statement proceeds. “Personally, I 
believe also in his efficiency. He has 
been one year in office, and he nas 
certainly accomplished more in that 
one year than Roosevelt did in his 
first y@ar. 
“It is hardly fair to compare Taft's 
one year with Roosevelt’s seven, and 
vet I am not sure that even with that 
the comparison might not be to Taft’s 
advantage. Taft’s methods are not 
those of Roosevelt, but then Taft will 
probably not conclude his term with 
a panic. 

“On the whole, it seems 
a quiet, earnest. gentleman

FOUR MEH ARE INJURED 
I FREE-FOR-ALL FIGHT 


Only About 200 Men Reported 
at the Plant for Work--Scores 
of Others Were Assaulted, 
Assailants in Almost Every 
Case Escaping Arrest---Extra 
Police Sworn In. 


Pittsburg, April 20.—The first clash 
between the police and the strikers of 
the Pressed Steel Car plant at Schoon- 
ville occurred tonight, and by a eoin- 
cidence it occurred at the corner 
known as “Bloody Angle,” where half 
a dozen men were shot down in the 
strike riots of last July. Four men 
were shot tonight and one foreigner, 
unidentified, is in the hospital with in- 
juries received when a train struck 
him while trying to escape. 

The injured are: Policeman James 
McDaniels, shotinthe hip; Joseph Vir- 
nol, shot in the thigh, and John Koeski, 
shot in the arm. Besides these, one 
man was seen carried away by the 
strikers and is believed to be secreted 
in one of the strikers’ houses. Koeski 
had escaped across. the Ohio river to 
Woods Run, but was pursued by the 
police and arrested there and brought 
to the hospital. 

Strikers Refused ta Move. 

The rioting was started by about a 
hundred of the strikers congregated 
at the “Bloody Angle,” who refused to 
move on when ordered by McDaniels. 

The crowd flocked around the officer 
and a man on the edge fired a shot 
that felled the policeman. Other po- 
licemen then brought into play their 
firearms, followed by the strikers, and 
the battle raged for quarter of an 
hour. 

McDanieils, lying on the ground. 
emptied his revolver into the crowd 
and strikers began ta, fall, some sup- 
posedly hit, for they were carried away 
by friends, and others lying prone to 
avoid the bullets. Virnol was over? 
looked and left lying in the street. He 
was captured and taken to a hospital. 

Number of Rioters Recognized. 

The man who shot McDaniels was 
struck by an express train and was 
hurled high in the air, falling beside 
the tracks apparently lifeless. It is 
not known whether he will recover. 

A number of the rioters were recog- 
nized by the police and arrests are be- 
ing made as fast as they are found. 
Extra police have been swvern in by 
the Stowe township authorities and a 
special detall, heavily armed, ts guard- 
ing the police station and lock-up, 
which a crowd of foreigners attempted 
to force to release their comrades.

New York, April 20.—No prisoner 
on trial for his Iffe in the New York 
courts is ever remembered to have 
faced such an array of hostile facts 
and heart rending testimony with such 
stolid indifference as did Albert 
Wolter today when confronted with 
the charred fragments of the body that 
was once Ruth Wheeler, whom he is 
charged with luring to her death in 
his flat, not a month ago. 

Phillip O’Hanlon, a coroner's physi- 
clan, testified that Ruth Wheeler had 
been attacked before she was murder- 
ed and that there was still life in 
her body when it had been soaked 
with kerosene, jammed up the chim- 
ney of Wolter’s fiat and set afire. 

She Fought for Her Hon0r. 

He kad found human hair not her 
not her own adhering to the burned 
fingers. Therefore he knew she had 
fought for her honor. There was soot 
in the lungs. A corpse does not 
breathe. Therefore he knew a living 
and still sentient body had inhaled 
smoke and flame. 

During this appalling testimony, 
which made the jurors fidget in their 
chairs, Wolter sat Jistiessiy scanning 
the jurors, the gruesome exhibits them- 
selves; and his lawyer.

Plans Have Reon Perfected by 
the Navy Depart- 
ment. 


Washington, April 20.—The navy de- 
partment has just perfected plans for 
a sweeping reorganization of the At- 
lantic fleet, which will take effect in 
May or June, when the ships make 
their anual visit to the navy yards for 
overhauling. 

In July, 1911, by the addition of the 
Florida and Utah and the completion 
of repairs upon several other ships, the 
Atlantic fleet will be increased to 
twenty-one battleships in full commis- 
sion, making it practicable to Keep 
seventeen always actively employed, 
the remaining four being at the home 
yards under repair. 

The new order designated the home 
port of each ship in the navy, the 
general ideas being that the heaviest 
shall based at New York or Nor- 
folk, owing to the superior docking 
facilities. The four battleship divi- 
sions are assigned to New York, Nor- 
folk, Philadelphia and Boston, while 
the armored cruiser division will make 
its base at Portsmouth. 

A reserve fleet will be organized 
with the lowa, Indiana and Magssa- 
chusetts as a nucleus and the Wiscon- 
Sin and Kearsarge classes will be 
added to later on. Ships in reserve 
will have at least a third of a full 
crew, and it is hoped that by 19 
each battleship in reserve may have 
at least 350 men, tusuring the vessels’ 
readiness for service upon twenty-four 
hours’ notice. The reserve fleet will 
be based at Philadelphia, except the 
torpedo vessels in reserve, which will 
be placed at Charleston. 

With the exception of six or seven 
gunboats, necessary for police and sur- |. 
vey work, vessels of little or no mili-, 
tary value will be placed out of comm 
mission as soon as possible,

Lit- 
tle or no independence is actually. pos- 
sessed by the journalists who preacH 
independence. It must be said, how- 


| ever, to the credit or discredit, as you 


please, of the public, that it reflects 
largely the character of the newspa- 
pers by which it is served. The yellow 
streak runs not less through the press 
than through the people, The shame 
of the press is that it has catered to 
the worst tendencies of.a corrupt and 
maladorous age. Its mission ought 
to be the elevation of the public; in- 
stead, it advertises its degradation; 
fairly shrieking against any restric- 
tion upon its liberty, it converts its 
liberty into license. 

“Broadly speaking, the most sensa- 
tional] and irresponsible newspapers 
make the most money, and there has 
been noted for years the gradual deg- 
radation of the American press to the 
American level. Some of the cleanest 
and most self-respecting newspapers 
are published in New England; but 
even here the tendency towards a low- 
er conception of. journalism cannot 
have escaped the observation of those 
who are interested in the development 
of our civilization. ; 
~ “Phe fdeal newspaper does not exist; 
it is doubtfyl that it ever wil. The 


represent this or that view of political 
questions; this or that industry or ind{i- 


vi@nal, or section; they possess the’ en- 


thusiasm of advocates, they lack the 
wisdom of the judge. 

“There is no profession so exacting, 
none requiring so extensive and ac- 
curate knowledge of history and phil- 
osophy and political economy, none 
calling for s0 great patience of oppo- 
sition, such clearness and firmness of 
judgment, such courage of conviction, 
and such careful regard for the rights 
of others. That is why, in my opinion, 
the newspaper should be in fact the 
judge and fury and not the swift wit- 
ness or the paid counsellor in the case 
on trial, before the people. 

“There {s not an old man or a young 
man in this audience who has ever 
known the issues involved in a politi- 
cal campaign to have been fairly pre- 
sented by the opposition press. That 
newspaper is unworthy which, for per- 
sonal profit or political gain for itself 
or its party, misrepresents the posi- 
tion of a profession or political rival: 
that follows any particular course be- 
eause it is ‘popular; that Joins in the 
defamation of any man because there 
is something to be made out of it, 
either in the way of increased circu- 
lation or adventitious importance. 

“What both newspaper makers and 
newspaper readers most need, if they 
are interested, ts not partv spirit or 
sectional fervor, but broad tolerance 
of opinion and speech.”

Atlanta Man Who Killed R. J. 
Prentice Held on Charge 
: of Murder. 


Augusta, Ga. April. 20,-—-(specialL)-— 
The ‘grand jury today indicted B. F. 
Hogan for murder for killing R. J. 
Prentice in this city seven weeks ago. 

Hogan is an Atlanta, Ga., man. Pren- 
tice was an eastern man. He had 
come to Augusta as a@n employee of 
one of the winter hotels. He was a 
private waiter there. The men had 
never mret before. 

It appears that the men were drink- 
ing and were making a tour of the 
tenderloin district. Hogan was alone. 
Prentice was with a party of friends. 

As they passed one another the men 
became engaged in a war of words, 
They were quickly in collision. It is 


that immediately Prentice’s friends 
ran up, either to separate the fighters 
or_to help their friend. 

Hogan inferred that he was to be at- 
tacked by the whole party. He drew 
his gun and fired. One bullet took 
effect and resulted ‘in the death of 
Prentice: Hogan, as he was quietly 
walking away from the scene of the 
killing, was met by Lieutenant Britt, 
of the police force. He acknowledged 
that he had done the shooting. sur- 
rendering his pistol and was taken 
into custody. 

Three or four days ago Hogan was 
released on bail. The trial will occur 
at the present term of court. Hogan 
sets up that he acted in self-defense 
and in preservation of his own life. 

Prentice's wife, living at Burlington, 
Vt.. was preparing to jein her hua- 
band in Augusta. She received infor- 
mation of his death as she was getting 
ready to take the train south.

Alexander's motive in this withdraw- 
ing from the world and abandoning 
his throne is said to have been the 
profound remorse which overtook him 
in his later years for his share in the 
responsibility for the shocking murder 
of his crazy father, Emperor Paul, in 
1801. Since feelings of an analogous 
character are known to have. caused 
hie next brother, the Czarevitch Con- 
stantine, ‘to waive his rights of suc- 
cession to the throne in favor of a 
still younger brother, Nicholas Paulo- 
vitch, who having been only five years 
old at the time of his father’s assas- 
sination, was entirely innocent of any 
connection with the tragedy, it was 
thought only natural that Emperor 
Alexander should have considered it 
necessary to make atonement by sur- 
rehdering his scepter to this younger 
brother Nicholas and by becoming dead 
to the world, so as to be able to spend 
the remainder of his days in penance 
and im prayer... 

All this popular and widely-believed 
tradition has now been shattered by 
the new book of Grand Duke Michael- 
aiovitch, who publishes in fac-simile 
the letters which Empress Elizabeth 
i wrote to her mother in November, 1825, 
day by day, regarding her husband's 
illness at Taganrog, during which she 
nursed him from its commencement 
until its close.

WATER RATES. FOR 
OFFICE BUILDINGS 


The board of water commissioners 
discussed at some length yesterday 
afternoon the making of water rates 
for the big office buildings in the cfty. 
There were members of the board who 
believed the office buildings should 
be made to pay for each tenant, while 
others thought the present plan of one 
meter for the’ entire building was 
right. 

The matter came up for discussion 
when the tenants of the Commerce 
building, corner of Edgewood avenue 
and Pryor street, asked for a one-me- 
ter rate, alleging that the building was 
for offices. 

Commissioner Woodside said he did 
not think the Commerce building 
should be singled out and made to 
pay for each tenant simply because it 
was owned bv Asa G. Candler, who had 
plenty of money. 

Commission«r Bernhardt said that 
was not the reason the Commerce 
bullding wag not allowed one meter, 
but such a rate had been made be- 
cause the building was not for of- 
fices, but was used for several stores 
and manufactories. 

“Well, look at the big office build- 
ings,”’ said Mr. Woodside, ‘they nearly 
all have a number of stores and some 
of them have manufactories, also, yet 
they pay onlv for what water is 
used through a meter.”’ 

The board finally cast a majority 
vote to make the Commerce building 
pay for water by the number of ten- 
ants. 

Notice was given that, perhaps, the 
whole rating of large office buildings 
would be taken up at the meeting of 
the board, and some of them be made 
to pay for each tenant. 

There is no rule laid down about 
how office buildings shall pay for wa- 
te:. There has been a custom of 
many years’ standing for them to pay 
from one meter and this custom was 
established long before there was any 
large office building in the city. 

Commissioner Davis’ stated, after 
the board adjourned, that the citv 
received more moner for water from 
Office buildings by charging for the 
amount used through one meter than 
would be received, if each tenant was 
assessed like domestic consumers. 

I: is probable that the office build- 
ing rate will come up for revision 
when the board meets a week from 
next Wednesday.

_ He Asserts That Establishment 
_ of Court of Arbitral Justice 
+ Will Lead to Disarmament--- 
Knox Says Court Will be Es- 
tablished at Hague. 


Washington, Aprii 20.—Ultimate dis- 
armament of the nations of the world 
4s practicable, in the opinion of Sec- 
retary Knox. He believes the estab- 
lishment of a court of arbitral justice, 
to which nations of the world may ap- 
peal for the settlement of their con- 
troversies, will have the effect, as its 
Own natural consequence, of not mere- 
ly reducing armament, but ultimately 
of rendering large armaments unnec- 
essary. 

Hig plan for the establishment of an 
international court of arbitral justice, 
Which was outlined in an identical note 
sent in the fall of last year to various 
mations, is said to be meeting with gen- 
eral favor, and Mr. Knox believes that 
#uch a court will be constituted at 
The Hague in the near future. 

Knox Fixplains Plan. 


By way of explanation of his plan 
for the establishment of the «court, 
the secretary today said the existence 
ef a permanent tribunal of arbitral 
justice would make a resort to it very 
easy. as being in permanent session 
it would not have to be constituted 
anew for each case as it arises: that 
the expenses of the court would be 
borne by the nations jointly, not as 
heretofore by the parties in contro- 
versy, and that the judgments of such 
® court would bind all parties inter- 
ested in the particular controversy. 

The court would be composed of 
judges representing various nations 
p> systems of ldw. and {t is expected 
it would develop international law 
juet as the common law of England 
and the YT'nited States has been de- 
veloped bv fudicial decision. 

The secretary also gaid that while 
the court would be primarily intend- 
e® for the powers participating in its 
constitution, it would, nevertheless, be 
open to any power that might wish 
to submit a controversy to it, thus 
making it in the fullest sense interna- 
tional. 

No Obligation to Disarm, 

Tr is not proposed, in signing a con- 
vention for the establishments of such 
an act, that the nations shall obli- 
gate themselves to disarm or make 
any move toward disarmament. The 
successful operation of the court, how- 
ever, would have for its consequence 
a reduction of armament if not com- 
plete disarmament. 

Secretary Knox is unwilling to go 
into details as to the progress made 
toward the establishment of such a 
court, but it is known.that reports 
s0 far received justify the expectation 
that'a court of arbitral jugtice will be 
established before the meeting of the 
next conference at The Hague in 1915.

As the family of the girl dented this 

statement, the government issued war- 
rants for the runaway pair. 
“Phe papers fave been served -upon 
Chief of . Police Henry Jennings, 
charged thérein with detaining Ethe 
Rose Walmer and Thomas Heywood 
in durance against their consent and 
without cause or right. 

Except for name of complainant, the 
verbiage of the petitions is exactly 
alike. The papers are short, each con- 
taining six counts, while Judge New- 
man’s orders directing that the two 
prisoners be brought before him at the 
time indicated are unlike only on the 
line upon which appears the name of 
the. petitioner. After declaring that

also is reported to be almost stagnant.

The excess into which the deal- 
ings in rubber shares has run in Lon- 
don is the subject of anxiety through- 
out the world. The system of. deferred 
settlements on which stock dealings 
are carried on in London puts forward 
the obligations which are being reck- 
lessiy incurred for innumerable new 
rubber plantation shares, which are 
coming out in London and are rushed 
up to sensational premiums in a few 
hours’ dealings.
